On Aug. 14,2013, 
the teacher from Creekside High School 
in Irvine was vacationing in Maui; he 
heard a scream and saw a young woman 
in bloodied water about 150 feet off a 
beach. Without regard for his own safety, 
Moore darted across the sand, jumped 
into the surf and rescued the 20-year-old, 
who’d been bitten by a tiger shark. Sadly, 
the German national died about a week 
later in a hospital. Moore was among 22 
people honored in July with medals and 
cash awards from the organization named 
for Pittsburgh industrialist and philan¬ 
thropist Andrew Carnegie.

Though started in 1985 by an indomitable 
Dominican nun by the name of Sister 
Pauline Quinn, Pathways to Hope has 
been a nonprofit with no religious affilia¬ 
tion since 2000. Its mission is to provide 
three interrelated outcomes: loving, 
lifelong homes for rescue dogs; life and 
career skills for its incarcerated partici¬ 
pants; and service dogs for children with 
autism. The incarcerated participants 
are prepped in obedience training for 
four weeks before they are assigned their 
rescue dog. The two will spend all their 
time together over the following eight to 
10 weeks, until the dogs graduate from 
basic obedience school and are offered 
for adoption to OC families through the 
Pathways to Hope website. Halfway 
through the obedience training, if any 
dog is considered especially adept, it 
will be selected to go on to more highly 
skilled training with adult inmates at 
the California Institution for Women in 
Chino. These special dogs are trained 
to assist kids with autism. The incar¬ 
cerated women who participate in the 
program say it’s really tough when each 
dog moves on, but then a new one comes 




in, and they jump back into the training. 
One matter-of-fact woman sums up the 
service-dog training program this way: 
“We’re being saved. They’re being saved. 
And a child out there has someone that 
can save them.”

Any pups you’d adopt from these amaz¬ 
ing people have been medically checked 
out, spayed or neutered, and vaccinated. 
They come with microchips and are 
adept at the basic commands that make 
life wonderful for any human-canine 
mutual love connection. Photos and 
blurbs about each dog’s journey appear 
on the website, including what kinds of 
lifestyles the dog would be best suitable 
for. But what makes this the best place to 
adopt a pet is that each animal is a rescue 
that is paired with an incarcerated youth 
at Juvenile Hall in Orange. The teenage 
inmates have had four weeks of instruc¬ 
tion in how to teach obedience training 
prior to meeting their canine pals. The 
dog-and-youth pair live together 24 
hours a day: They work and play. They 
loll about, hang out, read comic books, 
study for class, nap. A bond forms that 
is maybe the first of its kind in either of 
their lives. When the dog graduates the 
program—it must pass the AKC Good 
Canine Citizen test—its human compan¬ 
ion personally hands over the dog to the 
lucky person who gets to take the dog 
home. But it’s no easy task to adopt one. 
There’s an application that makes sure 
you’re going to make a forever home for 
the pup you adopt. So be serious—and 
hope you get lucky (you can put the 
name of the dog you want to adopt on 
your application).

STARTER COURSE: 


WHAT PLACE FOR 
EDUCATION IN 
STARTUP CULTURE? 



The stereotypical startup office 
is a converted loft populated by 
hipster techies in skinny jeans, who 
bring their pets to work and skateboard 
between meetings along exposed-brick 
hallways. 

While these cliches may be just that, 
startup culture is certainly less formal 
and ritualized than that of “traditional” 
corporations. But does their easy¬ 
going veneer extend to startup 
companies’ educational expectations 
of their employees? Are these young, 


relationships, this doesn’t preclude the 
value of a formal higher education. 

“I strongly believe that having some 
kind of college degree is a vital first 
step in achieving the maturity, skills 
and confidence needed to prosper in 
a startup, where you must think on 
your feet and make strategic decisions 
daily,” Peck continued. “You should be 
developing strong skills in something 
relevant and valuable to the desired 
industry and spending any free time 
networking.”

upstart outfits seeking new hires with 
recognized academic qualifications, or 
are relevant experience and a “good fit” 
personality equally (or more) important 
to them? 

“If you know that you want to work 
for a startup, then you might consider 
a college degree specifically in business 
entrepreneurship,” said Sidnee Peck, 
director and lecturer at the Center for 
Entrepreneurship at the W. P. Carey 
School of Business at Arizona State 
University. “This type of degree is 
tailored to those who want to start a new 
business or to play an entrepreneurial 
role in an existing company.” 

While Peck stressed that working in a 
startup can be less about an employee’s 
specific degree and more about the 
skills that they can develop and master 
and their effectiveness in building 


“The skills that every startup looks 
for boil down to one quality: the ability 
to get things done. Can you code? 
Grow an audience? Create a better 
user experience?” said Brian Shoicket, 
Director of University Programs at tech 
recruiting and startup festival Uncubed. 

“For the hard skills required by 
startups, there are holistic offerings out 
there like Startup Institute and General 
Assembly; coding schools like Dev 
Bootcamp and Hackbright Academy; 
marketplaces like Skillshare; and 
websites like Code.org, Khan Academy, 
Codeacademy [and] 2U.” 

As Shoicket pointed out, traditional 
four-year degree curricula may not, 
for example, expose computer science 
majors to the Ruby on Rails framework 
or code sharing/publishing service 
GitHub, both of which are popular

among startups. Also, code examples 
used in many degree programs are 
often too theoretical and “clean” to best 
prepare students for messy, real-world 
code that countless of developers may 
have contributed to. 

“Similarly, if you want to pursue 
marketing at a startup, your curriculum 
may never dive deeply into social 
media,” he said. “How to effectively 
advertise on Facebook and Linkedln, 
how companies are leveraging 
Snap chat and Vine, etc. - or how to 
run multiple campaigns that scale your 
business with $0.” 

While software and web developers 
will obviously need proven coding 
ability, at least a passing knowledge of 
programming language is valued even 
in non-tech startup roles. 

“Think of it like traveling to another 
country: it’s both courtesy to others 
and in your own best interest to have 
at least some understanding of the 
language,” said Shoicket. “Knowing 
the context of what’s possible, and 
what can be done on the back-end to 
provide a better experience for the 
company and its audience, goes a long 
way.” 

Shoicket equally emphasized 
the importance of what he termed 
“experiential education” - hackathons, 
passion projects, internships, Startup 
Weekends, and prior jobs. 

“The most important quality that 
distinguishes success in our world is 
the ability to be scrappy and tough, 
and persevere in uncomfortable 
situations,” said James De Julio, Co- 
Founder/President of rich social media 
platform Tongal. “[But] sometimes we 
like our business development people 
to have business degrees, so they can 
understand the customer or partner’s 
business ... The network you build at 
business school certainly helps, too. 
We’ve had a ton of success hiring 
through personal networks.” 

Startup hopefuls have seemingly 
endless options for learning the skills 
they might need, from traditional 
universities, to online programs, 
and even informal tutorials on 
platforms like YouTube. With so many 
educational choices at hand, Peck 
suggests that three core factors should 
be considered: industry, city and 
budget. 

“It is smart to pursue a degree in 
the city in which you hope to work 
(or nearby), simply because you can 
spend your non-class time meeting the 
right people, working on projects, and 


building the relationships that will lead 
you to the ideal opportunity for you,” 
she explained. “I would also identify 
programs in hubs for the industries you 
like.” 

While choosing an affordable 
program is especially important for 
startup contenders, as salaries offered 
by young companies likely won’t match 
those of corporate gigs, the overall 
real-world value of an education at a 
particular school should be carefully 
considered. 

“The real value of many schools is 
the network of which you automatically 
become a part, so if you choose a 
less prestigious school, you need to 
be bold and put yourself out there 
in the community to build the right 
contacts,” said Peck. “Show up to the 
hot events in the industries in which 
you’re interested, and don’t leave until 
you’ve secured at least three interesting 
meetings.” 

Similarly, it’s important that online 
learning is augmented with attending 
local startup events in person. 

In the rapidly evolving and tech- 
heavy startup world, education doesn’t 
end with the completion of a particular 
course or program. It is vital that 
startup job seekers remain in a constant 
state of updating and enhancing their 
knowledge and skill sets. 

“[Candidates] should study startups’ 
websites to better understand what 
they’re working on and what their 
cultures are like,” said Shoicket. “They 
should attend conferences to hear how 
these startups solve problems, and what 
they’re looking for in candidates. They 
should read industry content from Fast 
Company, Inc, and TechCrunch. They 
should participate in conversations on 
Quora. And they should subscribe to 
emails like Built in LA, Startup Digest, 
and [Uncubed’s] Wakefield.” 

Ultimately, regardless of a 
candidate’s qualifications and hard 
skills, personality is also central to 
landing a startup job. At the core 
of startup culture is the desire and 
ability to grow, and grow fast, so these 
fledgling operations are seeking new 
hires who are not only suited to a given 
role now, but will be able to roll with 
the punches as the venture scales. 

“Maintaining a culture is the biggest 
challenge that most businesses that are 
scaling fast ... tend to face,” said De 
Julio. “Startups are like human tissue in 
a transplant - either the organ accepts 
or rejects it - so personality and fit are 
really at the top of the list.”

You’re 
allowed three flavoring syrups, the best 
being the refreshingly floral passion fruit. 
The shaved ice itself is cheap, allowing 
for splurges on extra toppings such as 
condensed milk or ice cream. Condensed 
milk comes drizzled over the top, chang¬ 
ing fluorescent-colored syrups into softer, 
frosted shades and making the ice cream¬ 


ier overall. Opting for ice cream doesn’t 
quite constitute a topping, as it’s crammed 
into the bottom of the cup before ice is 
shaved over it. What results is a pleasant 
contrast between thick ice cream and soft, 
fluffy ice, which only gets creamier as the 
two melt together in chilly matrimony.

Too often, a glass of Vietnamese iced 
coffee (ca fe sua da) lacks proper bal¬ 
ance between strong coffee and creamy 
sweetened condensed milk. The problem 
either originates with the coffee, brewed 
to the point it’s bitter and acidic, or with 
the condensed milk, poured so liberally 
the coffee may as well not be there. The 
iced coffee at Pho Saigon Pearl in Irvine, 
however, is the Goldilocks glass. The 
restaurant, one of the best Vietnamese 
joints in South County, starts with rich, 
dark-roast coffee that is remarkably 
non-bitter and combines it with enough 
condensed milk to achieve a silky mouth- 
feel. A hint of unidentified spice furthers 
the depth of flavor—the owner calls 
it a secret ingredient. It may be liquid 
crack because it’s hard to not finish the 
glass before any food hits the table. It’s a 
shame because the cool, silky beverage 
is the perfect contrast for slurping down 
hot noodles.

Drang in Amy Herzog’s 2011 play, 4,000

unabashed card-carrying Communist 
since the 1950s. There is one ghost loom¬

“It’s not as nice to look at, but it’s smaller, 
and if you just want to play, it’s fine.” 

The 100,000-square-foot floor offers 175 
poker, blackjack, pan, pai gow, baccarat 
and other tables; a 100-room hotel is 
expected to be finished early next year.

Up the Hipster Staircase 

The Copper Door is now serving food to go with its beer and no-cover music acts

D escending the steps into the 
subterranean lair that is the 
Copper Door in SanTana, we 
felt as though Monstro the 
Whale were swallowing us. And when we 
passed through the doorway and entered 
the belly of the beast, we found ourselves in 
a dark room as wide as it was deep. Down 
the center stood a communal table made of 
thick wood, long enough for a rowdy Viking 
feast. To the right was the bar. To the left, 
more seating and red-felted pool tables for 
rent. At the far end, a stage housed a band 
setting up for that night’s performance. All 
around, placed at strategic spots, industrial- 
size fans whirred at full blast to keep the 
air moving. Since the walls were all painted 
black and only a few dangling bare light 
bulbs illuminated the entire space, it felt 
as though it were already past midnight 
inside—even at 7 p.m. 

The Copper Door is a beer bar/under- 
ground club/music hall, the kind you’d 
find in Manhattan, seemingly on every 
other block, always down a flight of stairs, 
just below street level—that is, if you knew 
where to find it. It’s in this kind of place 
where the next Ramones could play their 
first set. Opened in 2010, almost directly 
underneath Chapter One, it served just 
beer with its no-cover-charge music acts 
for some years. This past summer, though, 
it finally hired a chef and put him to work 
in a lonely room off to the side. Yet, what’s 
offered here now must be described as bar 
food, with mostly bread-based apps, sliders 
and pizzas—all served until the place closes 
at 2 a.m. While it’s better than the usual 
onion rings and hot wings, its purpose is still 


the same: to sustain you through the night 
and absorb the alcohol. But if you come dur¬ 
ing dinner, before the music starts, the more 
substantial meals from the lunch menu are 
available. 

Among the best of these is a stuffed Ital¬ 
ian pizza burger, in which the chef cooks 
a thick ground-beef patty, gilds it with 
cheese, then adds a few slices of spicy pep- 
peroni and tops that with the chopped 
tomato-basil-and-parmesan mix he also 
uses for the bruschetta. It’s a substantial 
sandwich, a two-fisted affair with a cold 
bun as its only fault. It would’ve trumped 
the Philly cheesesteak in girth if the chees- 
esteak weren’t generously stuffed with 
thinly sliced sirloin, onions, peppers, mush¬ 
rooms, provolone, and some misplaced let¬ 
tuce and tomatoes. But the most impressive 
part about the cheesesteak is the addition 
of beer-cheese fondue—liquid gold, as far 
as I’m concerned, and a significant upgrade 
from traditional Cheez Whiz. In fact, we 
liked the sauce so much we ordered the 
fondue by itself as an appetizer. 

“IPs made with sharp Cheddar, stout 
beer, garlic, rosemary, sage and a German 
cheese I can’t pronounce,” I heard our 
bearded server tell my friend as he placed 
the bowl of cheesy sauce on the table. IPs 
surrounded with toasted ciabatta slices for 
dipping, but as with the pretzel platter, the 
dish was beer fodder—starch and fat and 
salt to go with the swigs of lager we ordered 
earlier. It did particularly well to answer the 
bitter coffee finish of the thick mocha stout 
I was then slowing sipping. 

We would try more beer and more food 
that night. At one point, I asked our barman 


for a dry cider and discovered there were 
no food this champagne-like liquid didn’t 
complement. I used it to chase the seven 
types of sliders offered. And yes, we ordered 
them all. There was an alligator sausage 
slider on a blue cheese-slathered ciabatta 
roll that wasn’t as gamy as our server 
warned us it would be; a pulled pork slider 
on brioche went down too quickly. A Ched¬ 
dar burger slider with a thin, onion-flecked 
sizzled patty as good as White Castle’s was 
the best of all. The most substantial slider 
had to be the caprese: at least two repeating 
layers of tomato, mozzarella and basil. The 
most thoughtful was the one with sauteed 
mushrooms. The weakest was the pro¬ 
sciutto, too easily overpowered by thickly 
sliced raw onions. There’s also a slider 
named after Elvis that’s as close as you get 
to dessert here. It, of course, featured pea¬ 
nut butter and banana, but also bacon. 

There would also be pizzas ranging 
from a basic Margherita to one with more 
of that alligator sausage. We ordered the 
latter because our bartender said it was 
his favorite. Then, at some point, the band 
started playing, people started arriving, 
and our attention switched from our 
plates to what was happening onstage 
and all around us—and that, I think, is the 
whole point of coming.

C ensus figures show that Garden Grove 
is Orange County's most diverse city, a 
fascinating combo of old-time gabachos, 
fourth-generation Chicanos, Vietnamese 
refugees, Middle Eastern immigrants 
and Korean hipsters, all of whom seem 
to happily get along. And they all seem to 
hang out at a tiny restaurant wedged deep 
inside that massive shopping plaza off 
Harbor Boulevard and Lampson Avenue 
that houses a Lee's Sandwiches, a Japa¬ 
nese store, a Latino cell-phone store and 
so much more. The last time I visited S & 

J Gran Cafe, I saw an old white couple 
working through a shared omelet, Muslim 
women giggling in their hijabs as they 
downed Mason jars full of watermelon 
juice, a Mexican college student and his 
Vietnamese girlfriend throwing woo at each 
other—and there was even a black guy! 

S & J has been here almost three years, 
but it trumps its lack of a web presence or 
even takeout menus with a loyal clientele 
that comes multiple times per week, the bet¬ 
ter to enjoy a Mexican-American approach 
to breakfast and brunch. So you'll find ham¬ 
burgers and French toast, but also crunchy 
chilaquiles; the espresso machine always 
gets work, but so does the container of 
agua fresca. There's a fine grilled cheese, a 
better torta Hawaiiana (pineapple and meat 
and cheese—oh, my!) and even weekend 
menudo good enough for your mam/to take 
a break. Think of S & J as an intimate Norms, 
except in a far-classier location and with a 
gorgeous flat-screen usually tuned to sports. 

What gets me most excited about S & J 
is the Central American dishes. Sure, there 
are just three, and they're simple pupusas 
and combo platters. But this is the best way 
to introduce non-Central Americans to the 
beauty of eating a chunk of cheese, black 
beans and fried plantains. I'm assuming 
the owners are Guatemalan because the 
two Central American breakfast plates 
are called the Chapin (the nickname gua- 
temaltecos call themselves) and Antigua. 
Part of me wishes said owners were more 
adventurous with the Central American 
grub. But then I see Koreans feast on Latino 
food while drinking a latte, and all remains 
wonderful with my OC.

I know grilled-cheese sandwiches are 
now passe, but whatever: Old Vine 
Cafe’s secret version is magnificent.

While it's 
situated near the ever-popular 17th Street 
in Costa Mesa, the exact location caught us 
offguard. Named the Boathouse Collective, 
Newport Harbor's first wooden-hulled ships 
were made on this site, post-World War II. 
Over the years, it has housed a surfboard 
manufacturer and even a recording studio. 
Current owner and Costa Mesa native Clay 
Peterson restored the Boathouse using 
vintage hardware (a steam pipe converted 
to house beer taps, for example) and 
reclaimed materials, resulting in a multipur¬ 
pose event venue. 

At press time, the doors were set to open 
Oct. 8 for lunch and dinner service. Chef 
Mathieu Royer is overseeing the kitchen, 
bringing culinary expertise from Pizzeria 
Ortica, Hinoki and the Bird, and the Napa 
outpost of Morimoto. His "creative California" 
cuisine toys with other "C" descriptions, 
including coconut curry and chimichurri. But 
for the purposes of this column, we'll focus 
on the cocktails.

THE DRINK 

The Boathouse Sour is a classic with a twist. 
Bourbon whiskey, maple simple syrup, fresh 
lemon, egg whites and some Angostura bit¬ 
ters are all dry-shaken until frothy. Then the 
mixtures is poured over a single chunk of ice. A 
citrus peel and skewered Luxardo cherries fin¬ 
ish the presentation. Your mouth puckers with 
each sip, forcing you to nurse this particular 
drink while playing nice with those at the bar. 
Between the chef, the enclosed garden patio 
and that sour, you'll get used to this quick. Stay 
tuned for the inevitable food review from Edwin.

Just Say No to the TVuth 

Kill the Messenger is sad, compelling and oh-so-typical

f y friend, some stories 

11 mU are too true to tell/ 7 

I federal prosecutor 

Fred Weil (Michael 
Sheen) warns San Jose Mercury News 
reporter Gary Webb (Jeremy Renner) in 
one of the key moments of the sad but grip¬ 
ping^'// the Messenger. 

The scene is among a handful that seem 
to have been inspired by Oliver Stone’s 
JFK, although give director Michael 
Cuesta ( L.I.E., Homeland) credit for 
eschewing Joe Pesci’s freaky David Ferrie 
eyebrows. Weil is commenting on the big¬ 
gest scoop of Webb’s career: that CIA oper¬ 
atives allowed the sale of crack cocaine in 
American inner cities to help fund Ronald 
Reagan’s shadow war to arm Nicaraguan 
Contras against the Sandinistas. 

There is, of course, irony in that because 
of Nancy Reagan’s famous “Just Say No” 
anti-drug campaign. When a federal suit 
tries to rationalize that the contra-cocaine 
scheme’s aim was to prevent American 
boys from dying in a Central American war, 
Webb shoots back, “American boys did die, 
just not the ones you care about, I guess.” 

Smart dialogue such as that is packed into 
Kill the Messenger, which was written by 
Peter Landesman (who, speaking of JFK, 
adapted Parkland, Vincent Bugliosi’s book 
about the chaotic events that occurred at the 
Dallas hospital the day Kennedy was assas¬ 


sinated). Of Danilo Blandon (Yul Vazquez), 
the government informant who estimated 
he made $1.5 billion smuggling cocaine into 
the U.S., $6 million-per-day, Los Angeles 
street dealer Freeway Ricky Ross (Michael 
Kenneth Williams) confides, “Look, man, I 
was an elf. Blandon was Santa Claus.” 

The irony extends to Weil being a fic¬ 
tional character. He’s based on Jack Blum, 
who was the lead prosecutor in then- 
Senator John Kerry’s probe of the contra- 
cocaine connection in the 1980s. Kill the 
Messenger is only, as an onscreen disclaimer 
informs, “Based on a true story.” While 
Landesman relied on the nonfictional 
source material of the books Dark Alliance 
by Webb and Kill the Messenger by OC 
Weekly’s own Nick Schou, facts are shifted, 
events are condensed, and, yes, dialogue, 
scenes and people are invented for the 
screen. How else is one to tell a complicated 
story clearly, quickly and with the blessing 
of legal counsel? 

Which brings us to the greatest irony of 
all: that Landesman and Cuesta’s literary 
jujitsu is akin to what investigative report¬ 
ers such as Webb must do to present com¬ 
plicated stories to mass audiences. Other¬ 
wise, classified-advertising sections would 
have to be cleared out for all the footnotes. 
But that can lead to gray areas in reporting 
that, once married with a typo here and a 
non-essential incorrect fact there, critics 


pounce on to discredit the higher truth of 
the story. That, as Kill the Messenger shows, 
is what the CIA, Los Angeles Times, Wash¬ 
ington Post, The New York Times, the rest of 
the mainstream media and, eventually, the 
Mercury News did to Gary Webb. 

Renner, who earned his first producer 
credit with the film, is believable convey¬ 
ing the passion that drove the reporter, 
although he simmers with a borderline 
menacing discontent that his subject may 
not have shared. He has a great cast of 
veteran actors to lean on, including Sheen, 
Oliver Platt, Andy Garcia, Robert Patrick, 
Barry Pepper, Tim Blake Nelson and Ray 
Liotta. Wait, are we sure Stone didn’t direct 
this? Nope, because the most credible 
characters are women. Rosemarie DeWitt 
as Webb’s wife, Sue, and Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead as his editor Anna Simons make 
you feel the suffering of a man being broken 
in front of your eyes. 

Speaking of which, solid editing can 
save a reporter’s butt. It can also save an 
otherwise-disjointed film. Brian A. Kates 
deserves special recognition for keeping 
Kill the Messenger from becoming one of 
those. By my count, he had four montages 
(including the clever opening sequence) 
that expertly layered true-life footage, shots 
of the movie’s players and just the right 
music (including the Clash!) to push the 
story along. 


Sheen’s Weil/Blum shares with Webb 
Kill the Messenger’s cautionary tale, 
explaining it took 10 years to climb out of 
D.C. obscurity after getting too close to 
the truth about America’s crack epidemic 
funding the Gipper’s war. Cuesta and 
Landesman, perhaps unwittingly, make the 
case that Webb should not have ignored 
the advice—advice that seemingly all of 
mainstream media now follows. We have 
a daily-newspaper publisher in Orange 
County who values “building community,” 
not journalism. We have empty newspaper 
bureaus in the state capital that may as well 
be broom closets. We have a national media 
more obsessed with listicles and quick-hit 
“he said, she said” stories than investigative 
reports that uncover the truth. 

What I got out of Kill the Messenger ? Mr. 
Webb would have been better off just say¬ 
ing no.

DRACULA UNTOLD This Dracula 
Begins- style sword-and-fangs curio 
plays like someone said, "What if we 
took a vampire flick but did a find-and- 
replace swapping out all that bare-neck 
sensuality for some video-game ass- 
kicking?" And so it was, and it was dull, 
the greatest villain in all cinema bitten on 
the neck and drained of his hottest blood. 
Here's a Dracula who feeds for honor 
and ravishes no one but his own wife, 
who has to beseech him to do so. Within 
a single night, he murders a thousand- 
man army and manages to pig-stick 
each corpse upon a pike like an olive on 
a toothpick. Then he broods: This Vlad 
may be haunted by his deeds, but what's 
that count when viewers worldwide are 
expected to get off on them? All this 
might sound pleasantly mad. The opening 
scenes are: Once Turks again demand 
Transylvania's children, Prince Vlad 
(Luke Evans) plunges into the blackest of 
caves to meet the great Charles Dance, 
here a master vampire, pale and skeletal 
in his bad-Jedi robes. This sequence is 
a creepy marvel. Its upshot: By taking 
of swig of undead blood, Vlad can gain 
unholy power for three days. If he makes 
it that long withoutt giving in to the urge 
to feed, Vlad will go right back to being 
human. So it's a Faust story. But this Vlad 
is never tempted to want more power, 
and despite his CGI war crimes he never 
seems at risk of losing his humanity. 
Worse, Dracula Untold's resources—of 
invention and money both—seem to have 
been spent in that opening third, leaving 
the film's back half a muddle of hard-to- 
follow nighttime action.

LEFT BEHIND The new Left Behind film 
is for the religious and by the religious, 
with bright colors and inspirational 
soft rock. But the story itself tracks the 
nonbelievers left behind on an ordinary 
afternoon when God blips a few million 
chosen people to Heaven. What remains 
on Earth—and in the sky, where adulter¬ 
ous Captain Rayford Steele (Nicolas 
Cage) is piloting a plane of saints and 
sinners—is chaos, confusion and regret. 
While the captain's religious wife (Lea 
Thompson) is immediately zapped, plenty 
of nice nonbelievers are left, including 
the captain's estranged daughter and 
our heroine, Chloe (Cassi Thomson); 
a newscaster porntastically named 
Buck Williams (Chad Michael Murray); 
and even, embarrassingly, the local 
priest (Lance E. Nichols). Perhaps to 
appeal to the nondevout, or at least not 
frighten them off, this remake has half 
the religion and half the plot of the 2000 
Kirk Cameron cornball classic, reducing 
the Biblocalypse into a straightforward 
disaster movie: Can Captain Steele 
safely land his plane when the Eastern 
seaboard is in shambles? Cage is uncom¬ 
monly calm—he's practically the voice 
of reason. Helming a doomed jet, he 
delivers lines such as "Mayday mayday" 
as though he's asking a waitress to refill 
his coffee. Alas, he has robbed the irony- 
attuned audiences of their only reason 
to go. And so the Christian filmgoing 
audience will remain as insular as it has 
been for years, only semi-preaching and 
semi-pleasing to the pre-converted, such 
as those who confessed to Left Behincfs 
message board that they feared God

would rapture them before they'd have a 
chance to see the movie. He hasn't. The 
Lord works in mysterious ways. (PG-13)

MEETTHE MORMONS The Church of 
Latter-Day Saints' hyper-capitalist spirit 
guides Meet the Mormons, an extension 
of the "I'm a Mormon" campaign that 
sought to paint its ranks as a motley, 
hip lot. Instead of explaining what 
Mormonism is, this slick corporate video 
for the church only teaches us to want: 

On offer is the wholesomeness that 
comes with family, stability and physical 
fitness. It's like selling Scientology by 
touting that faith's Hollywood connec¬ 
tions—and the fodder it might offer for 
future memoirs. Aimed at nonbelievers, 
Meet the Mormons isn't substantial 
enough to screen on the first day of LDS 
101; the church's most basic tenets— 
and controversial aspects—are elided 
completely. Instead, the focus is on the 
just-swell lives of six members, with a 
conspicuous emphasis on ethnic and cul¬ 
tural diversity, possibly to paper over the 
church's racist past. Profiled with little 
pretense at depth are a Southern black 
clergyman, a Samoan-American college 
football coach, a martial-arts-loving 
Costa Rican couple, a World War II pilot, 
a Nepalese humanitarian, and an interra¬ 
cial family preparing for their young-adult 
son's imminent departure for his mis¬ 
sionary trip. Though most of the subjects 
seem to be first-generation converts— 
several recall trepidation about deviating 
from family traditions—we only hear one 
woman's seeing-the-light story: After the 
death of her infant, she found a commu¬ 
nity that took care of her. Her openness 
makes it the only compelling moment in 
the film, the rest of which could learn a 
thing or two about the complexity of the 
human experience from Coca-Cola com¬ 
mercials. (PG) Inkoo Kang. Cinemark at 
the Pike, Long Beach; Century Stadium 
25, Orange.

A WALK AMONG THE TOMBSTONES 

They've done it at last: made a Liam 
Neeson-stomps-some-ass flick where, 
as the credits roll, there's more to be 
glad you saw than Neeson himself. 

Based on one of those Lawrence Block 
novels that's pretty smart but also too 
invested in the mechanics of rape and 
torture, the movie's a grim beauty. Writer/ 
director Scott Frank has crafted the kind 
of thriller that Neeson's brooding elder- 
toughs have deserved all along, a tense 
and prickly picture more interested in 
shoe-leather investigative work than in 
making a lark of brutal deaths. The case 
Neeson's on is yet another kidnapping, 
this time of the wife of a drug trafficker 
(Dan Stevens) who offers 40 grand to 
Neeson's Matt Scudder to locate the 
perpetrators: goateed white boys, pale as 
the grubs under rocks, played by David 
Harbour and Adam David Thompson. 

Of course, Scudder finds they're up to 
much more than this one abduction, 
and Frank dutifully shows us flashes of 
his heavies engaged in the sexualized 
violence so common to bestselling crime 
novels. He suggests it rather than dwells, 
but what excuse is there for a scene 
of a rapist calmly demanding a woman 
choose which breast he won't slice off, 
especially in a film that otherwise never 
finds time for a woman to have a speak¬ 
ing part? That aside, the movie is rich in 
dark pleasures. Without sacrificing the 


momentum of the crime story, Frank and 
director of photography Mihai M laimare 
Jr, immerse us in long, static shots, 
sharply composed, where we see into 
one hollow of the billions rotted into the 
city—and are left to wonder what out¬ 
side life might be pressing in on Scudder.

THE BOXTROLLS The Boxtrolls is a kiddie 
charmer that makes you laugh, cower, 
and think of Hitler. That's an unusual 
trifecta, but then again, this is an unusual 
film. If the German Expressionists were 
skilled at stop-motion animation, they'd 
have already made it. This is cartoon 
Caligari, a fable set on a hillside village 
crammed with cobblestone streets that 
look like old photographs of the Frankfort 
ghetto. The Boxtrolls themselves are 
monstrous creations: one part Nosferatu, 
one part hairless cat. We first spot one 
sprinting into the sewers with an infant— 
more on that boy in a second—but we're 
meant to love them, which for children 
into grody things is easy to do. The 
Boxtrolls munch on grubs, babble like 
babies and act like Legos, climbing on 
each other like staircases and, at night, 
nesting cardboard flap-to-cardboard flap 
like a hoarder's dream. Ten years ago, 
they took ownership of that human boy 
(Isaac Hempstead Wright), named him 
Eggs, and have raised him like a Boxtroll. 
Above ground, villainous Archibald 
Snatcher (Ben Kingsley) is using Eggs' 
abduction as an excuse to exterminate 
the Boxtrolls, which the film shows in 
a hushed, devastating montage of their 
cuddly cardboard cube shrinking night 
by night. This is a story of propaganda, 
genocide, suppression, servitude, and 
apathy. Here, a self-serving stage actress 
(also Kingsley) puts on a nasty play 
about how the Boxtrolls kidnap and kill 
children, and Annable and Stacchi cut 
to the crowd roaring for vengeance. The 
Boxtrolls asks questions that the 17 mil¬ 
lion German soldiers who fought in World 
War II apparently didn't—or couldn't— 
ask. How wonderful to find a cartoon for 
children that will. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

GONE GIRL Everything about Gone Girl, 
David Fincher's adaptation of Gillian 
Flynn's thriller about a deteriorating mar¬ 
riage and a wife gone missing, is precise 
and thoughtful—it's as well planned 
as the perfect murder, with its share of 
vicious, shivery delights. But at the end 
of the perfect murder, all you're left with 
is a corpse, and that's about all Gone 
Girl leaves you with, too. The story, as 
Flynn lays it out (both in her book and 
in the screenplay she adapted from it), 
is intended to be cold and perverse, a 
chilly bit of business exploring the ways 
in which men and women—or at least 
this particular man and woman—fail 
to communicate. But the film, while 
entertaining and well crafted, is too self- 
conscious about its depravity to be either 
truly disturbing or disturbingly funny. 

Ben Affleck plays Nick Dunne, who just 
doesn't seem to like his wife very much, 
as he makes clear in the movie's opening 
voiceover: "I imagine cracking open her 
head, unspooling her brain, trying to get 
answers." Soon that wife (Rosamund 
Pike) has disappeared, and the cops treat 
him as a suspect. Affleck's Nick struts 
through the movie like an Abercrombie & 
Fitch caveman—his shirts are too tight, 
as if they can barely contain his muscles, 
or his pride. Pike may not be quite as well 
cast—she's so marble-smooth that her 
fellow actors don't so much interact with 


her as slide off all that polished golden 
surface—but maybe her coolness works 
in her favor. If you've read the book, you'll 
probably want to know that Fincher has 
honored all of its significant plot points, 
including the ending. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THIS IS WHERE I LEAVE YOU "I've 
spent my whole life playing it safe," 
whines Judd Altman (Jason Bateman), 
the middle-class milquetoast at the 
center of This Is Where I Leave You. 

Yes, well, so has director Shawn Levy, 
but on the basis of his latest vacuous 
trifle he has no apparent intention, as 
Altman does, of effecting a much-needed 
change. Doubtless there are more incom¬ 
petent filmmakers working in Hollywood 
today, but I'm hard-pressed to think 
of a more uninteresting one: Films like 
Date Night and The Internship are feats 
of four-quadrant emptiness. The most 
charitable thing you can say about This Is 
Where I Leave You is that it is resolutely 
innocuous—a nothing of a movie, neu¬ 
tered and sanitary. Its subject, perhaps 


unintentionally, is the inexhaustible 
narcissism of affluent white people, who 
here mope and moan their way through 
various break-ups and infidelities. Rich 
people, the film suggests, suffer the same 
indignities in romance as the rest of us. 
Fair enough, but you may find it more 
difficult to extend your sympathies to 
Bateman's heartbroken cuckold when he 
begins cruising through the suburbs in 
his luxury convertible. Perhaps it's unfair 
to criticize This Is Where I Leave You for 
being too narrow in its conception of the 
world—one milieu is not inherently less 
valuable as a subject than any other, 
after all, and Levy is welcome to make 
films about whomever he prefers. But 
Consider Martin Amis' bafflement at the 
success of Four Weddings and a Funeral : 
"I can see that the upper classes might 
enjoy watching the upper classes 
portrayed with such whimsical fond¬ 
ness," he wrote in the New Yorker. "But 
why should it appeal to four hundred 
berks from Hendon?" (R) Calum Marsh.

Last Road to Pleasantville 


Maple and Vine at the Chance takes on the ever-hip 1950s

J ordan Harrison’s 2011 play, Maple 
and Vine, couldn’t come to OC at 
a better time for all you hepcats 
in love with everything about the 
1950s except, oh, the unsettling reality 
simmering beneath its placid surface. The 
vintage sofas and appliances. The tumbler 
of Scotch in one hand, cigarette in the 
other. The snazzy period outfits. 

But there is nothing ironic or hipster or 
Mad Men theme party about the adora¬ 
tion of the decade in Harrison’s smart, 
provocative play. 

The Society of Dynamic Obsolescence 
(SDO) is a movement charged with 
meticulously creating the year 1955 in a 
huge gated community in some unnamed, 
landlocked American state. The Internet 
doesn’t exist; there are no smartphones, 
poly-blends, Grey Goose or sushi. Instead, 
there are narrow roads and wide sidewalks, 
games of charades, Smirnoff vodka, and 
rotary phones; slow cooking is not a fad, 
but rather the only way to prepare a meal. 

It’s clear the people who have chosen 
this lifestyle aren’t just taking a whimsical 
step into the past. They’re fleeing their 
overmedicated, hyper-technological lives 
of big-city alienation and isolation in the 
hope that an alternate world in which peo¬ 
ple actually talk to one another and time 
moves more slowly will reconnect them to 
both themselves and their community. 

At least those are the people we meet. 
Katha (a multitextured Jennifer Ruck- 
man) is a woman of influence who loathes 
life in New York City. She and her hus¬ 
band, Ryu (an apparently less-flustered 
Robert M. Lee), a plastic surgeon, make 
terrific money, but Katha, still reeling 
from a miscarriage six months earlier, is 
mired in depression. As she says, she is 
tired of cold repetition with no chance of 
peace, sick of being connected 24/7 with 
a variety of gadgets but lacking genuine 
human connection. In steps Dean (a slick, 
polished and believable Daniel Fagan), 
who is recruiting people for the SDO. He 
meets Katha by chance on a sidewalk, and 
soon she and Ryu have committed to a six- 
month sojourn in the community. 

Their dossier (everyone can pick one, 
from a housewife or factory worker to a 
communist dissenter or Beat poet) is an 
Ozzie and Harriet-Vke nuclear family. 

Ryu goes to work in a factory every day, 
and Kathy (the name Katha doesn’t pass 
muster in 1955) stays at home, tries to get 
pregnant and spends seven hours mak¬ 
ing chicken stock. And, for the first time 
in months, if not years, they start under¬ 
standing that happiness isn’t something 
by which they measure how not uncom¬ 
fortable they are, but a genuine feeling. 


Of course, all is not wine and roses. 
Authenticity is the key to the SDO, and 
while the city planners have rigorously 
replicated parks with fountains in the 
nice neighborhoods, there are parks with 
graffiti in the neighborhoods that aren’t as 
“nice,” but are “the kind where homosexu¬ 
als and communists might meet at night.” 

The first act is all setup, alternating 
between Katha and Ryu’s decision to leave 
and Dean and his wife, Ellen (a prim and 
proper Kelly Ehlert carrying a world of 
grief), explaining the SDO to an unseen 
group of new recruits. The second act isn’t 
as strong; the focus switches from Katha’s 
discovery to the unseemly (for 1955) 
truth about Dean and Roger (an effec¬ 
tive James McHale), and the characters, 
while becoming more complicated, also 
become shallower. For instance, as part 
of one of the few mixed-race couples in 
the community, Katha, wholly committed 
to authenticity at any cost, pleads with 
her neighbors to project more prejudice 
on her and Ryu. Stare at her in the super¬ 
market. Tell her Japanese-born husband 
how much they like Chinese food. Let 
kids bang trash cans outside their house 
at night. 

But as the characters’ obsession with 
authenticity grows, they realize the world 
they’ve left lingers inside them, and no 
one wrestles with that more than Dean 
and Katha. Faced with fleeing or hanging 


on, both face choices that threaten the 
insular community they apparently love 
so much. 

The play ends with the most in-the- 
head character, Katha, still questioning 
the reality of her newfound faux world. 
And, in another masterful stroke by Har¬ 
rison, backed by director Mark Ramont’s 
gentle hand at the helm, there is no easy 
answer provided. Is this world of close- 
knit neighbors and pigs in a blanket any 
different, really, from the suffocating 
technological matrix that made her feel 
trapped and anxious? 

Ultimately, it seems clear in Harri¬ 
son’s mind that such a shift, whether in 
time or place, doesn’t change anything if 
the person doing it is more running away 
from something than running toward 
it. And it raises the issue of whether 
romanticizing the past is purely nos¬ 
talgia and yearning for a simpler, less 
stressed-out life, or that when faced 
with a future that seems dried-up, the 
only place to turn is either toward a 
manufactured yesterday or into the cold 
embrace of an infinite arsenal of devices 
designed to continually distract us.

Dog Food 
You Can Eat 

M ore people are learning that diet is 
a huge contributor to illness and 
now are applying that same knowledge 
to their pets. And a company appropri¬ 
ately named Just Food for Dogs is push¬ 
ing hard fora change. 

JFFD doesn't sell anything but dog 
food, but it's rea/food. Most of the ail¬ 
ments your pets face—weight gain, sore 
muscles, itchy skin and poops so watery 
that a trash-bag glove is useless—can 
be fixed with the proper nutrition. Their 
physiology functions like ours: They eat 
bad food; they feel like shit. What we 
generally know as "dog food" is made in 
bulk and for cheap, meaning with fillers, 
scrap meat, organs and bones—all unfit 
for human consumption. 

A handful of companies are selling 
better products, but few compare to 
JFFD. Its meals could pretty much pass 
for a casserole your grandma made 
in the 1960s. The combos contain no 
preservatives, growth hormones or 
artificial ingredients. JFFD has also 
taken a stance against selling raw dog 
food because uncooked items could 
contain harmful pathogens, and a light 
saute in a skillet does nothing to lessen 
the nutrients. 

There are four stores in SoCal, includ¬ 
ing one in Newport Beach, and each 
has an open kitchen where meals are 
cooked and packaged. The Newps loca¬ 
tion resembles a hipster farm-to-table 
restaurant! JFFD's meals are about three 
to five times more expensive than shitty 
dog food, but you win with fewer vet bills 
and a happier pup.

A Gig of Their Own 

OC’s young country musicians are tired of being ignored

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I gniting a music movement in 
Orange County is no easy feat, 
but according to the front man for 
Daniel Bonte and the Bona Fide, a 
movement is exactly what local country 
music needs. The Indiana-bred singer set 
to work finding a venue that would serve 
as a hub for Southern California country 
artists, and Bonte found a home in the 
shadow of Cal State Fullerton when he 
snagged a prime slot at Big’s Bar & Grill 
for his California Country series. 

Bonte approached various Orange 
County club owners with the idea of 
billing original country music. Venues 
were interested in his band playing 
cover songs, but they weren’t as gung- 
ho when Bonte asked about playing 
original material. In some cases, venue 
operators wanted complete control of 
setlists. "I don’t mind playing other 
people’s music every once in a while, as 
long as we do it our way,” Bonte says. 
“But I’m not gonna have anybody tell 
me what I can and can’t play. That’s 
bullshit, and I’m not gonna do it.” 

Such opposition fueled Bonte’s 
search. Walking into Big’s, he discov¬ 
ered a bar full of people singing karaoke 
versions of country tunes. The sight 
of beer-swigging, country sing-alongs 
assured him he’d found a potential 


stronghold. After hounding Big’s owner 
Terry Schwichtenberg for weeks, he 
secured a meeting. Bonte went in hope¬ 
ful of scoring a weekly Tuesday- or 
Wednesday-night slot, but Schwichten¬ 
berg tapped the series for Friday nights. 

The California Country series at Big’s 
has featured everything from neo tradition¬ 
alists to Johnny Cash-inspired alt-country. 
The glow of TVs and a narrow dance floor 
make the sports bar atmosphere apparent, 
but the jovial mood and cozy performance 
space create the vibe of an intimate bar. 

The shuffle of cowboy boots, Converse 
high-tops and skate shoes reflect a varied 
clientele. “I think this is really going to 
open people’s eyes,” says Schwichtenberg, 
a longtime country-music fan. “Daniel is 
on fire for this. He’s almost always here 
supporting and making sure everything’s 
going right. It’s nice to see somebody want 
to make an impact like this.” 

A handful of venues in Orange County 
draw substantial country-music crowds, 
however the focus is heavily geared 
toward line-dancing guided by a DJ, 
with InCahoots in Fullerton leading the 
charge. While these venues don’t attract 
original country artists on a weekly 
basis, Bonte says they play an important 
role in the genre’s community, which he 
feels is experiencing a growth spurt. 


Bonte isn’t the only Southern Cali¬ 
fornia artist to witness a refreshed 
interest. Los Angeles-based singer 
Sam Outlaw, who recently performed 
at Big’s, agrees. When he started book¬ 
ing gigs a few years ago, pedal steel 
guitars and Stetsons were hard to find, 
but over the past 18 months, Outlaw 
has noticed a substantial influx of 
country acts. 

“Back in the day, LA, Bakersfield— 
they all rivaled Nashville,” says Outlaw, 
who played Nashville’s Americana 
Music Festival in late September. In 
the late ’70s the Crazy Horse opened 
in Santa Ana and hosted some of the 
greatest country acts touring the nation, 
including Emmylou Harris, Buck 
Owens and Merle Haggard. The venue 
eventually fizzled out and was demol¬ 
ished nearly 10 years ago, but in its 
prime, it earned the title of Top Country 
Music Club by the Academy of Country 
Music for several years running. 

“I’m not saying [country music in 
Southern California] is necessarily 
going to go back to that, but I also don’t 
care. We’re playing more and more 
shows where all kinds of people come 
out to have fun with country. People 
who don’t care about trying to be cool, 
they just want to have a good time, 


whether it’s country, bluegrass or folk. 
And it feels like I’m seeing it more in 
Orange County than LA.” 

The California Country series may yet 
be a far cry from Crazy Horse’s historic 
run, but it’s a step toward giving country 
music a new place to shine. Bonte’s goal 
is to create a sense of community for 
Southern California country artists, that 
by creating a network similar to Orange 
County’s existing reggae and indie 
scenes, the movement will carry the sum 
of its parts into the mainstream. 

Considering California Country 
nights are booked at Big’s through the 
end of the year, it appears the efforts of 
Bonte and a core group of his musical 
contemporaries are starting to pay off. 

“I think everybody has woken up to the 
fact that if we’re going to do this and be 
heard, we have to be a part of a scene,” 
Bonte says. “I’m gonna be right up there 
at the front of this revival, raising my 
hands and yelling, Amen!”’

MC Mafia 

La Coka Nostra’s hostile hip-hop just might kill you

W hen it comes to cocaine 

and pop culture, one blow- 
snorting icon towers above 
all. In 1983’s Scarface, Al 
Pacino played the iconic Tony Montana, a 
merciless, rags-to-riches coke kingpin who 
(spoiler alert) goes out in a blaze of gunfire 
and blood. Hip-hop worships the character 
for his killer instinct: Nas named a song 
after Tony’s motto of “The world is yours,” 
and one prominent rapper even takes his 
name straight from the movie’s title. 

That said, La Coka Nostra weren’t feeling 
the love in 2009. A Brand You Can Trust— 
the full-length debut from the hip-hop 
supergroup featuring members of House of 
Pain, Non Phixion, Limp Bizkit and Special 
Teamz—closes with a track called “Fuck 
Tony Montana.” As an unhinged, ominous 
beat blasts in, Ill Bill’s verse is the first fired: 
“Fuck Tony Montana/We kill kids/If he 
did, he’d still be alive.” Goddamn. 

“It’s heavy drums, aggressive samples and 
aggressive rhyming style,” says Slaine (a.k.a. 
George Carroll Jr.), one of La Coka Nostra’s 
MCs, of the group’s signature sound. “It’s 
the essence of hardcore hip-hop.” 

La Coka Nostra began around 2006 when 
DJ Lethal (best known for his turntable/ 
production work in House of Pain and Limp 
Bizkit) started working with rappers Slaine, 
Optimus and Big Left. Instead of work¬ 
ing on three different solo projects, Lethal 
brought them all into the studio together. 
The rappers recorded some 23 songs in nine 
days—and had a lot of fun. One night, Danny 
Boy, another House of Pain member, called 
the studio. “He’s like, 'How’s everything 
going over there?’ and Lefty’s like, 'It’s going 
great. We got a regular La Cosa Nostra up 
in here,”’ recalls Slaine, 37, referencing the 
term for the Italian mafia. “And Danny’s like, 
Yeah, if you motherfuckers don’t chill out, 
they’re going to call you La Coka Nostra.’” 

As the rappers and producers within 
this overarching circle began to mingle, 


La Coka Nostra went from inside joke to 
official clique, with Slaine, Everlast, Ill Bill, 
Danny Boy, D J Lethal and Big Left forg¬ 
ing the group in 2006. (Left and Everlast 
have since left.) A rapper with fewer years 
and less prominence beneath his belt than 
some others, Slaine relishes hanging with 
his mentors and concentrating on speaking 
from La Coka’s perspective. “With the solo 
stuff, I might do [something] that’s a little 
more vulnerable or personal,” he says. “It’s 
like in life, when you’re hanging out with 
your friends, you’re not going to be always 
talking about your own personal problems, 
your own personal mind state. You are in 
that gang mentality, where you’re having a 
good time and just wildin’ out.” 

That’s the upside of catching these rap¬ 
pers. From their similar backgrounds and 
sounds, they come up with insane, violent, 
drug-loving imagery that’ll make you 
think, “Wow”—the type of act that says, 
“Fuck Tony Montana” when everyone else 
looks up to the guy. Its members might be 
divided across cities—Boston, New York 
City and Los Angeles, at the least—and 
projects, and activity might ebb and flow, 
but it feels as if you’re hearing old buddies 
kill time together. 

“We all have our own lives and our own 
solo stuff. When it feels like the right time 
to come back together and work on some 
La Coka stuff or tour, well, that’s when we 
get back and do it,” Slaine says. He tells 
of a recent, impromptu La Coka stint in 
Australia that took priority when he was 
about to tour for his own new record. He 
didn’t mind, he says. “To me, it’s all the 
same family.”

O nstage, Gianna X Gianna is a towering pres¬ 
ence in platform shoes, a sparkly leotard and 
spidery black mascara. Her blond hair is dyed a 
faded, cotton-candy hue; a mischievous grin peels 
apart her ruby-red lips as though she's a sultry 
super-villain. With her spastic intensity and robotic 
gyrations, the rapping songstress has carved her 
niche in OC as the most eye-catching element of 
sibling hip-hop/electro outfit BLOK. But in terms of 
calculating her sweat and creative output over the 
years, that's barely the half of it. 

She views everything she does—rapping, sing¬ 
ing, acting, directing, writing books—as a platform 
to convey her mission as an artist. "I want to be 
vulnerable and showcase that, and hopefully, that 
resonates on some level for people who want to 
do it themselves as well," the bubbly Gianna says. 

As she talks excitedly about her stack of 
upcoming solo ventures, it makes sense that 
someone so flush with creativity rarely runs 
out of ways to express herself. "It's hard for me 
to be just an author, or just a singer, or just a 
producer. That's so odd for me," the Irvine-bred 
artist says. "I have to use everything. Because 
it's so hard to communicate yourself in a world 
where everyone has different reference points 
and different intentions." 

Though her rapping style has always seemed 
to grab casual listeners by the collar, her new solo 
music is a bit more demure. Gianna is prone to 
using a Bollywood-inspired falsetto on songs such 
as "U r aLL." And although she's used to singing 
over her brother (BLOK's chief rapper) Damian 
Blaise's pulsing, industrial club beats, Gianna's 
music is decidedly more minimal. But her sense 
of reckless abandon always seems to find its way 
into her performances. 

"Performing live for me is similar to performing 
with BLOK because I just, like, see red, and I don't 


remember what happens afterward," she says. "I 
go crazy, but in a different way." 

The self-directed and -produced video for "U r 
aLL" is three minutes of haunting black-and-white 
hallucination and Gianna's signature dance moves. 
However, Blaise is still the primary producer on all 
of her tracks. Since they were kids, Gianna, Blaise 
and their brother Jesse St. John have used their 
sibling telepathy to their creative advantage. 

"When you grow up with the same reference 
points, a lot of things are unsaid in your com¬ 
munication—you can't ever stop," she says. "I'm 
always gonna create with Damian and Jesse 
because they understand what I'm saying with¬ 
out words." 

There's no question that words still come 
pretty easy for her, though. Since her 21st birth¬ 
day, Gianna has dedicated herself to publishing 
a book every year. Dubbed the "All Encompass¬ 
ing" series, pages crammed with her original 
poems, essays, random artwork and lectures 
are put together by hand and sold at shows. In 
celebration of her 24th birthday in September, 
she released another volume, this time online, 
where she now also keeps the rest of the series. 
Publish-to-order physical copies are also avail¬ 
able for fans and friends who want some tangible 
insight into the mind of one of OC's most eccen¬ 
trically sweet artists. 

"The point of doing the books is to document 
my growth, and I'm doing it publicly so everyone 
can see my intentions to grow and dip my feet 
into different portals. I'm gonna do it till I die," 
she says, laughing.

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 
1/4 teaspoon celery seed 

1 3/4 cups chicken broth 
2/3 cup milk 

2 (9 inch) unbaked pie crusts 


DIRECTIONS: 

• Preheat oven to 425 degrees F (220 degrees C) 

• In a saucepan, combine chicken, carrots, peas, and celery. Add water to cover 
and boil for 15 minutes. Remove from heat, drain and set aside. 

• In the saucepan over medium heat, cook onions in Cannabutter until soft and 
translucent. Stir in flour, salt, pepper, and celery seed. Slowly stir in chicken broth 
and milk. Simmer over medium-low heat until thick. Remove from heat and set 
aside. 

• Place the chicken mixture in bottom pie crust. Pour hot liquid mixture over. Cover 
with top crust, seal edges, and cut away excess dough. Make several slits in the 
top to allow steam to escape. 

• Bake in the preheated oven for 30-35 minutes, or until pastry is golden brown and 
filling is bubbly.
